Historical Reception to Dr 
L. C. Draper.

Acquitted of a Charge of Bribery 
The 
Kailroad

The Southern California 
Historical 
Society tendered a reception last evening 
in the old city hall to Dr. Lyman 0. 
Draper, for many years corresponding 
secretary of the Wisconsin State H is­ 
torical Society, and author of a number of 
well-known histories. 
Quite a number 
of ladies, in addition to the members of 
the society, were present, and the pro­ 
ceedings were of more than ordinary in­ 
terest. General Mansfield delivered the 
address of welcome, in which he con­ 
gratulated the society in having for its 
guest such an able historian as Dr. 
Draper. 
He said that over 40 years ago 
he had departed from his boyhood’s 
home 
and 
had 
gone west, finally 
settling 
in 
Wisconsin, 
passing 
through Madison, now the capital of 
the 
State, on 
his 
way 
to 
his 
future home. 
He paid a tribute to the 
country through which he journeyed, and 
told of the State's Historical Society 
when he visited Madison a year or so 
later. It was then struggling for exist­ 
ence, Dr. Draper and a few others fight­ 
ing bravely to keep it alive. Theontlook 
was not propitious, but these meo kept 
up their labor, never faltering in their 
purpose. The Legislature soon afterward 
appropriated $500 for the aid of the so­ 
ciety, and from that time it grew in im ­ 
portance until instead of 1,000 books 
stored in the church basement, it was 
assigned a place in the capitol, and now 
it can boast of one of the finest libraries 
in the country, it being the third in size 
in the Union. The speaker said that the 
success of the societv wae due to the ef­ 
forts of Dr. Draper, and he deemed it an 
hoDor to tender him the courtesies of the 
society. 
It had been reserved to but 
few men to build their own monuments, 
but this Dr. Draper had accomplished, 
and it was of a substantial kind, for it 
would stand in the memories of all in­ 
telligent people as long aB speech is 
spoken. 
Dr. Draper was introduced, and in re­ 
ply gave a very interesting account of 
the work of the Historical Society, of 
which he said he had been corresponding 
secretary for thirty-four years. 
He de­ 
scribed how the library had been in­ 
creased from fifty Government publica­ 
tions to 118,000 volumes, of which 5,000 
ware bound newspaper files, and he gave 
a description of the picture gallerias, and 
muaeum, containing an Indian collection 
of great value. 
The whole, he said, was 
well calculated to serve as a basis for 
hiatorical research. 
First, everything 
bearing on Wisconsin bad been collected, 
then the other Western States were in­ 
cluded, and finally the scope of the 
library had been extended so that it cov­ 
ered the whole of the United States. He 
urged that what had been accomplished 
in Wisconsin could be accomplished 
here where there ia such a large field. 
The first thing to do was to obtain funds 
sufficient to enable the society to pur­ 
chase what it conld not get free. 
A per­ 
manent endowment should be obtained. 
He advised that collections should be 
made of newspapers, pictures of the 
pioneers, old documents relating in any 
way to the history of the State; the 
memoirs of the living old settlers should 
be obtained at once. 
His advice to the 
society was excellent, and he said that 
when all had been done the collection 
would prove the lumber yard for the 
historians of the State. 
Col. Daley moved that a vote of thanks 
be tendered to Dr. Draper for nis in­ 
structive address. Carried. 
A recess was theu declared, during 
which Dr. Draper was personally pre­ 
sented to those present. 
Shortly after 
9 o'clock the meeting adj jurned.

a bribe, 
th.it Justice discharged the 
men, arousing great indignation thereby. 
Immediately after his release, Nolan, 
who had been deserted by his prohibition 
friends and compelled to lie in a cold, 
damp cell with his brother plotter, Hunt­ 
ley, left the town. 
Huntley remained, 
and Whitcomb, it is said, in revenge, 
swore out the warrant for Westermanfor 
offering a bribe. 
On the conclusion of the testimony 
yesterday Justice Lockwood promptly 
discharged Mr. Westerman, and the 
Pomona contingent went oat to paint the 
town, having no obnoxious “Ordinance 
45” to fear in so doing.

In the afternoon Hall and Huntley were 
recalled, and the prosecution rested.

W v s h in g t o n , February 
24.—In the 
Senate today, Chandler rising to a ques­ 
tion of personal privilege offered a reso­ 
lution, stating 
that Senator Call, of 
Florida, had charged him , in debate, 
on Thursday, with personal responsibility 
for the outraging of women and the 
m urder of children and the destruction 
of the happiness of households in the 
South, by men who were emissaries be­ 
hind h im ; and th at Call in addition in­ 
serted in the official report the following 
paragraph which he had not spoken 
“ The blood of Saunders (if the evidence 
shall show that his death is in any way 
conaected with the prosecutions in the 
U nited States courts) will rest on bis 
conscience. 
The shrieking ghosts of 
outraged 
and 
murdered women and 
children—the victims of wild lusts and 
passions of the race who owe ell that 
they know of religion and civilization 
to the Southern white people, and not to 
the Senator from New Ham pshire—will 
disturb his sleeping and his waking 
hours; like Banqno’s ghost, it will not 
dow n; and the ocean will not wash his 
blood-stained hands from the guilt of the 
rape and m urder of these tender white 
women and children.” 
The resolution condemns such action 
as a breach of privilege, for which Call is 
censnred, and orders the words inserted 
and the paragraph so added, stricken 
from the report in the Congressional rec­ 
ords. 
Call defended his course in the m atter, 
asserting that he in the debate expressed 
substantially the same idea as expressed 
in »he additional paragraph. 
He simply 
changed the phraseology, as he had a 
right, to do. 
After a short debate the resolution 
went over till tomorrow. 
A communication from the Attorney- 
General on the assassination of Beputy- 
Marahal Saunders was referred to the 
committee on privileges and elections. 


THE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 
The Blair Educational bill came up as 
unfinished business, and Faulkner ad­ 
dressed the Senate in opposition to it. 
Among other things he asked: Is the 
bill sanctioned by the provisions of the 
Federal Constitution? Are its provisions, 
which effect the distribution of a fund 
between the States and between the 
races, jast and beneficial? Is it the part 
of wisdom and practical statesm anship 
for the National Government to em bark 
on this boundless sea of unrestrained and 
unlimited legislation. 
He took the negative of these proposi­ 
tions, and went on to argue in support of 
his views, quoting from debates on the 
Constitution, from 
the 
decisions of 
judges and the writings of recognized 
Btatesmon. 
He said the bill had been 
justified by its supporters on the ground 
of relieving illiteracy of the colored 
people, and je t when the fund got into 
the States one-third more would be given 
to white children than to colored chil­ 
dren (on the basis of the school popula­ 
tion), while the illiteracy of the colored 
children is forty per cent, greater tban 
that of the white children. That contra­ 
dicted the principles of the bill. 
Faulkner said he had perfect faith atul 
absolute confidence in the present and 
future of the South. 
He did not intend 
that the active.energetic and enterprising 
people ot W est 
Virginia should be 
held 
up 
before 
the 
American 
people as clothed in rags and crying 
out in poverty aud humiliation. 
If the 
Constitution did not prohibit the passage 
of the bill, the peutiment of justice at 
least would demand that the distressed 
farm srs of Dakota, and the miners of 
Colorado and Nevad?, and the lumber­ 
m en of the Northwest should not be 
called upon to contribute to the educa­ 
tion of children in his State. 
Coke obtained the floor and yielded it 
to Platt, who arose and said that the 
educational hill had a place as unfinished 
business since February 3d, and he 
should insist after today that the bill, 
when taken up, should be discussed at 
every available hour until a vote was 
reached. 
It ought not block the way of 
im portant business now on the calendar. 


OTHER BUSINESS. 
A resolution by Sherm an was agreed 
to, calling on the Secretary of W ar for a 
report on the court-m artial proceedings 
in the case of Private Wild at Fort 
Yates. 
A message from the President, with a 
communication from the Secretary of 
the Interior, and the draft of a bill 
authorizing the removal of the Indians 
from Gila Point Reservation, Arizona, to 
another reservation in the Territory, was 
presented and referred to the committee 
on Indian affairs. 
A message from the President was 
also received recommending the removal 
ot the Flathead Indians in Montana to 
the Jacko Reservation, in the same 
State. 
Adjourned.

F e a t u r e s o f t h e S e n a te c o m m i t t e e ’» 
S u b s t i t u t e B i ll . 
W a s h in g t o n , February 24.—The prin­ 
ciple feature of the silver bill which 
will be reported by the Senate committee 
on finance as a substitute for the several 
bills on that subject referred to the com­ 
m ittee, are stated to be th ese: The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury is authorized to 
increase the purchase of silver bullion 
from $2,000,000 to $4,500,000 per month. 
The requirement of the present law that 
the coinage of silver be at the rate of not 
less than $2,000,000 a month was stricken 
oat. 
The Secretary is authorized to 
purchase gold bullion in unrestricted 
quantities. 
Upon this gold and silver 
bullion the Secretary shall issue Treas­ 
ury notes of such denominations as he 
shall Bee fit, to be redeemable in lawful 
money. 


COINAGE OH*’’STANDARD DOLLARS. 
The issue of standard silver dollars 
from the m ints during the week ending 
February 22d was $305,059; for the cor­ 
responding period last year, $328,199.

B ill. 
W a sh in g t o n , February 24.— Senator 
Vance has introduced a bill to establish 
in every county in every State in the 
Union, an agricultural depository under 
the control of the Treasury Dspartment 
in which the owne> • of f¡ am 
.jttou, 
tdbacco, etc., m ay deposit t nr products, 
receiving therefor a ware! Juae receipt 


and treasury notes equal to 80 per cent, 
of ttífc net m arket valne of the deposit. 
Deposits may be redeemed at any time 
on the payment of the sum advanced, 
and interest at one per cent, per annum. 
Fifty thousand dollars is appropriated 
to carry out its provisions. 


LONG AND NHOHT HAUL. 


A Proposed A m endm ent of th e In ­ 
terstate Commerce L aw . 
W a s h in g t o n , February 24.—Paddock 
introduced today in the Senate a bill to 
amend the Interstate Commerce act. 
The amendment is intended to provide 
relief for the farmers of the W est, who 
are unable at present to m arket their 
crops on account of the high freight rates 
prevailing on the long haul, and which 
the railroads claim cannot be reduced 
without demoralizing all short haul rates 
under the Interstate act. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that the long and short haul 
clause 
be 
amended 
in 
case in­ 
vestigation 
proves 
an 
infraction 
of that section; that the commission 
be obliged to consider the c o bí of trans­ 
portation and the facte and circum ­ 
stances bearing upon the m arket value 
of the product, and if it appears that the 
product is one of the necessaries of life, 
and upon it a justly lower rate is indis­ 
pensable in order to enable such product 
to be transported to m arket, such trans­ 
portation rate, as far as the long haul 
clauee is concerned, shall be considered 
an exception to the general ru le. The 
amendment also provides that the long 
haul for such product within the mean­ 
ing of the am endm ent, shall be 500 
miles or more by the route over which 
the freight is actually transported. 


TWO HOURS IN SUSPENSE. 


A l*lsu H an ged on a Barb W ire 
Fence W hile R o w in g Under It* 
S acram en to, February 24.—Last Sun­ 
day afternoon three young men out hunt­ 
ing between the Riverside brick yard and 
Freeport heard cries of “ H elp!” coming 
from the tules. Making their way to a 
spot whence the sound cam e, they found 
a man hanging by the coat collar to a 
barb wire fence, with perhaps twenty feet 
of water beneath him. H e had attempted 
to row beneath the fence in a boat, and 
was stopped by the wire while the boat 
continued on. 
W hen he was rescued he 
had been in the position several hours, 
and was nearly exhausted. 
His name 
was not learned. 


C aptain L agan ’s m urderers.

C h icago gets the World's Fair. The 
city by the lakes has had a knack of 
getting anything she wanted for many 
a year past. 
She is only a parvenu 
among cities as things go in this world. 
We talk of blood telling! Pluck tells! 
And Chicago always did have enough 
pluck for ten cities. 


T he other day we alluded to the low 
rates of fare established by Eastern roads 
to Eastern pleasure resorts, calling atten 
tion to the fact that from St. Louis to 
Florida a round-trip rate of $16 00 ex­ 
isted. There are even more surprising 
rates than that. A man can go from St. 
Louis to New Orleans, with the privilege 
of remaining two weeks there, and re­ 
turn, for $8 00. There is no complaint 
that these rates are not remunerative to 
the railway companies that have adopted 
them. Why will not our California rail­ 
way magnates inaugurate, not a 
“ boom ," but an era of genuine progress 
in this State by similar concessions? 
Too much attention can not be given to 
this matter. It is vital to the prosperity 
And development of the section. 


Some misapprehension exists in the 
public mind as to the request of the 
railroad people to have a police officer 
stationed at the Arcade depot. The 
plea is not that the property qf the com­ 
pany needs protection; for that there is 
an officer kept at the expense of the 
railroad. The regular officer is asked for 
solely on account of the public. Same 
two dozsn trains arrive at that point or 
depart from it daily. All sorts of char­ 
acters Come aud gd and haug around 
such a place. 
It is 
the ideal 
spot for robbers, sharpers, procuresses 
and all the exploiters of nefarious enter­ 
prises to ply their trades. If the purpose 
of maintaining police officers at public 
expanse is to protect the lives, property 
and other rights of the public, it would 
seem as if one might earn his salary at 
such a depot as well as he could in any 
part of the city. 


T h e weather during the current winter, 
in the East, has been highly exceptional. 
In fact, over extensive areas of the coun­ 
try on the thither side of the Rock y 
Mountains, there has been no winter. 
In view of this circumstance the large 
passenger movement to California during 
this period has been as surprising as it 
has been gratifying. It shows that there 
is a stroag, reliable tide of immigration 
which will pour into this State irrespect­ 
ive of what the weather may be in the 
regions from which they hail. The Paris 
Exposition and the mild Eastern winter, 
have undoubtedly largely curtailed the 
number of visitors who have sought the 
Coast for pleasure or for health. 
There is little doubt that during the 
coming fall and winter, when there will 
be no Paris Exposition, and the normal 
Eastern weather shall have been 
restored, we shall have an unprecedented 
influx of visitors, bent on health, pleas­ 
ure and settlement.

*Ifc is an auspicious circumstance for the 
surplus, about which wo have hoard so 
much, that we have a Congress Republi­ 
can in both branches. It was the Hon. 
Tom Fitch—he of the “Silver Tongue"— 
who, in a speech at the Pavilion, during 
the canvass of 1888, suggested that the 
proper use to put the surplus to was to 
“blow it in.” Mr. Fitch himself is on 
the ground, being reported in Washing­ 
ton, and he will doubtless abound in 
suggestions ae to how it ought to be 
handled bo that it can ba put where it 
will do the most good. 
It would really look as if there need ba 
no anxiety about the surplus; for, by all 
accounts, there will be none to wrangle 
over. Including the estimated revenues, 
from all sources, for the year ending 
June 30th, 1891, and the accumulated 
surplus itself; the sum available for ap­ 
propriations up to that date is only 
$632,000,000. Including the amounts re­ 
quired for the running expenses of the 
Government, the probable appropriations 
for the new navy, coast defenses and 
for service pensions, it is not at 
all unlikely that by the date named the 
surplus will be reduced to a million dol 
lars. Quite likely it will be a deficiency 
instead of a surplus, if the receipts 
should fall off and the expansive Repub­ 
lican schemes should be carried out. 
No one objects to a recognition of the 
services of the men who preserved the 
Union if it Bhall be kept within bounds— 
that is, within reasonable limits. The 
sum appropriated for pensions for the 
year ending June 30th, 1891, is $99, 
000,000, as against $88,000,000 for the 
current year. This is an advance of 
$11,000,000 over the current year. In 
addition, it is proposed to pass a service 
pension bill. No measure looking to 
this end aims to appropriate leas than 
forty millions of dollars, while the max­ 
imum sum which it is sought to draw 
from the treasury is one hundred million 
dollars. Either sum will, in addition to 
the normal appropriations for pansions, 
knock a big hole in the surplus. The total 
will vary from $139,000,000 to $199,000,­ 
000. This is a question which ia destined to 
cut a big figure in our politica soma day. 
The pension list is swelling at a remarka­ 
ble rate, having attained the respsotable 
figure of over 486,000, nearly a fifteen 
per cent, increase over last year. If this 
ratio of increase shall hold good, with a 
convenient system of re-rating pensions, 
there is no telling where the surplus will 
land from this cause alone. 
The new navy will also doubtless cut 
A Considerable figure in blowing in the 
surplus, as also the coast defensas. 
On the whole, our Republican friends 
will probably relieve na from all cause for 
anxiety about the surplus. 
If their 
tariff bill shall make any real reductions 
in the importations we may look out for 
a pretty broad gauged deficiency by the 
time the Fifty-second Congress shall 
taKe hold. Mr. Fitch being on the spot, 
with his valuable counsel, there is no 
reason why the surplus should not bn 
a thing of shreds and patches long before 
the present House of Representatives 
has run its coarse. 


FINALLY SETTLED. 


Chicago Wins the World’s 
Fair Race. 


A TREMENDOUS RESPONSIBILITY. 


But She W ill Prove Herself Equal 
to the Occasion—New York 
Bows Gracefully. 


In view of the assurance tbat the far­ 
mer was to find in a protective tariff the 
summum bonum of all earthly attainable 
bliss, the plight of the Kansas farmer ia 
indeed a pitiable one. Corn during the 
current winter has sold for as low as ten 
cents a bushel, and the despairing 
husbandman is using it for fuel 
in that State. 
Twelve and fif;een 
cents a bushel are high rates, even in 
thosa portions of Kansas not remote from 
railways. When the farmer has at­ 
tended to the interest on his mortgages, 
he mu^t find the margin of profit very 
small in such figures. It is questionable, 
whether after such an experience, he 
will, in the coming years, look apon pro­ 
tection with the same sanguine spirit of 
hope with which he ha9 hitherto re­ 
garded it. He will probably realize the 
force of the homely old adage that the 
proof of the padding is in chewing the 
string. He will, in faot, probably believe 
that he is left holding the bag, the 
protectionists having the game. 


I t is positively assorted on the very 
best authority that the founding of a 
great beet sugar factory on the Chino 
ranch hinges directly on the action of the 
present Congress as to the duties on 
sugar. The contract with the Oxnard 
Bros, is complete, provided the duty is 
not reduced. It may therefore be confi­ 
dently hoped that the great industry will 
be begun next epring.

The bill reported op silver coinage 
from the Senate committee is perhaps as 
much as could have been looked for from 
that source. It practically coins $500,000 
a month more than the highest limit of 
the Bland Act. It had been given out 
from pretty high Republican quarters 
as long ago as last summer that this see 
sion of Congress would be marked by a 
change of front in that party on the 
silver question. There had been loud 
mutterings of disapprobation, mingled 
with threat*, from the West, that nnleBS 
this were done a great defection from 
Republicanism would result. There is 
then not much doubt 
that 
the

more

will

some law for the increase of silver coin­ 
age. If $4,500,090 a month of the white 
metal is put into circulation it will test 
to some extent the correctness of the 
theories held by the advocates of silver. 
If it does not resalt in driving gold oat of 
the country, or in flooding it with foreign 
silver; and if it resulta in bringing che 
price of silver more neariy to its former 
parity with gold, then it will become 
mauifest that we are on the right road, 
and after a year’s trial of the new pro­ 
gramme we shall all be prepared 
to proceed further 
in the same 
direction and 
at a more rapid 
pace. Even this proposed measure 
of relief will result in giving us a more 
nearly adequate volume of currency for 
the needs of the country, and thus all our 
business enterprises will be stimulated to 
a greater degree of activity and pros­ 
perity.

They 
say New York, deBpite many drawbacks 
made a gallant fight, and now that they 
have been beaten, bow gracefully to the 
situation, and intend to do what they 
can to make the fair a success. Chicago, 
the New York leaders think, nas taken a 
tremendous responsibility upon herself. 
Depew said tonight: “The most marvel­ 
ous exhibition of modern times has just 
closed successfully in Paris. Whatever 
Chicago does is to be compared with that. 
If she equals it she has made a success ; 
if she passes it she has made a trium ph; 
if she falls below it she will be held res­ 
ponsible by the American people for 
having assumed what she was not equal 
to. I believe, however, she will suc­ 
ceed." 
Many St. Louis and Washington men 
have already announced that they in­ 
tend to work for Chicago. 11 is not be­ 
lieved the strength of the opponents to 
the fair will exceed sixty votes. It is 
probable, however, that a large number 
of members will be found in favor of 
postponing the date of the fair until '95. 
Tonight the Chicago people are over­ 
flowing with gladness.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2 4 —In spite 
of the bad day, with rain falling, the hall 
of the House and the galleries at noon 
were packed with spectators, and crowds 
obstructed the corridors.

There wau some applause as the Hrat 
few responses were made, which wfce 
promptly checked by the Speaker.

Louis, to Chicago, added tv their alarm, 
bo the reading of the vote was demanded, 
not to verify it but to secure time for con­ 
sultation. Heads were together all over 
the House, and the result was shown just 
as the roll-call began, by Wilson rising 
and moving a recess until tomorrow at 11 
o’clock. There was a shoot of disap 
pointment and derision from the compact 
Chicago forces, and when the Speaker 
attempted to pat the question several 
Chicagoans were on their feet with 
points of order, alleging that it was too 
late, that the roll-call had begun. The 
Speaker declared, however, that he had 
recognized Wilson before the first name 
was called, and put the question. With­ 
out waiting for the announcement of the 
cita voce vote, Wilson demanded the 
yeas and nays, and they were ordered.

NEWS FROM THE SCENE OF DEATH 


Thirty-four W orkmen Swept Away. 
The Town of W lckeuber? 
Reported Safe. 


The Secretary Speak* In D efense of 
If la Tlieory. 
W a sh in g t o n, D. C., February 24 - 
Secretary Windom appeared before the 
House committee on coinage, weights 
end measures, today, for the purpose of 
having an interchange of ODinion on the 
subject of silver coinage with the mem 
bers of the committee. He declared his 
bill framed to meet in the best way 
he could devise, the present financial 
condition of the country, and he die 
avowed all charges that the bill was a 
mere 
make-ehift; 
that 
its 
au 
ther did 
not believe in it, and 
that it was brought forward to defeat 
some other measure. He said he was 
really a strong friend of silver, although 
some people did not think so, and he 
was anxious for some measure tbat 
would enhance its value. 
OBJECTIONS SMOOTHED OVER. 
Windom took up the objections raised 
against the bill. The first difficulty was 
that excluding foreign ores. To meet 
this he prepared an amendment to add 
to the first section, making it the duty of 
collectors of customs to stamp on every 
bar of silver bullion imported the word 
“foreign." 
It also makes it the duty of every 
assayer or refiner of the United States, or 
any other person or firm who may receive 
bars of silver stamped with the wor 
“foreign," in case such bars are remelted 
or refined, to stamp the resulting bars 
“foreign." In case the bars of silver 
stamped “foreign" are remelted or re 
fined with silver products of the United 
States, it shall be the duty of such 
assayer or refiner to stamp an amount of 
Silver bars which will be equivalent to 
the amount of foreign SÍÍY«r roelted^or 
refined, with the word “ ÍC7o»gn." Tue 
same rule shall apply to foreign silver 
coins, Penalties are provided for failure 
to stamp bars, or for removing the Stamp 
to prevent identification. Tnis section 
Bhall not apply to silver extracted from 
imported ores by processes of smelting, 
amalgamation and lixiviation or other 
metallurgical processes used in the 
United States. 
Concerning the objection to the sixth 
section, authorizing the Secretary to sus­ 
pend the receipt ef silver bullion when 
satisfied that the price is arbitrary, the 
Secretary said: As far as speculative 
power is concerned, the powers the Sec 
retary now has are greater than those 
conferred on him bv the bill. If the bill 
passed, the price of silver would in his 
opinion advance steadily and rapidly 
An excellent feature of the discretionary 
power vested in the Secretary would be 
its deterrent on speculation in silver 
and it was with reference to preventing 
this, rather than any expectation of 
using it, that it had been proposed. He. 
however, would leave it to the commit­ 
tee.As to the objection to the bill that it 
made a commodity of silver and degraded 
it from its high use as a money metal, 
the Secretary said he thought this a 
sentimental objection. His purpose was 
not to degrade silver, bat bring it up as 
nearly as he could to an equality with 
gold. He was convinced that the meas 
ure would meet all the needs of the situ 
aticn without endangering the interests 
of the country, and would absorb the 
surplus of silver, and thereby put up the 
price certainly and rapidly. 
NO OBJECTION TO INCLUDE GOLD. 
In answer to a question by Conger 
the Secretary said there was not any 
reasonable objection to including gold in 
the first section of the bill. To benefit the 
interests of the silver producers, was not 
the only motive in the bill. He believed 
in aiding everybody affected by the 
measure. He thought the wheat-raisers 
of the country were more interested than 
the silver people, for the farmera were 
heavy losers on account of the depression 
in silver, and the operation of the bill 
would tend to raise the prices of farm 
products. Free coinage. Windom said 
would reduce the price of silver below 
the present value. 
The presept bill 
would increase the circulation of the 
country to the extent of $20,000,000 an 
nually.

Ksoclatod Press Dispatches to the H bbald 
P h o e n ix , Ariz., February 24 — A 
courier arrived from the lower dam on 
the Hassayampa this afternoon, and re­ 
ported that a tremendous mountain of 
water came down the Hassayampa about 
2 o’clock Saturday morning, and that 
thirty-four men,who were working at the 
lower dam, were drowned. They were 
all whites, except three who were Chi­ 
nese. The courier reporte that the town 
of Wickenberg is safe. The Iobb of life 
in the valley between the dam and 
Wickenberg may not be known for some 
days, but it is, without doubt, considera­ 
ble, and the number of victims in the 
valley may possibly reach thirty or forty. 
The courier Btates that the upper dam is 
undoubtedly broken, and the force of the 
water carried away the two lower dama. 
LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 
The loss of life and damage to prop­ 
erty must be very great. The loss of 
property in dams alone will amount to 
$800,000.

Crim ínala D ili e the Bar of *b« 
B lind bodácii- 
Yesterday in Department 1, the case 
of Felipe Chaves, charged with the m ur­ 
der of Charles Glass, was called for trial. 
The attorney for the State moved a con­ 
tinuance on the ground that a material 
witness conld not be found. The State’s 
Attorney filed an affidavit setting forth 
th at when Glass was killed he was struck 
over the head several times with a large 
bottle which Chavez took from the 
hands of one John Hunter, that Hunter 
saw Chavez do the killing, bat that he 
could not be fonnd. Counsel for the 
defense insisted on proceeding with the 
trial, bnt the motion on the part of the 
people waa granted. 
The killiug was done on the night 
between November 24th and 25th, at the 
Three-Mile house, near the city limits, 
on the San Fernando road. It is just 
before the road leading 
to Gaseen’s 
slaughter house is reached going from the 
cit7. 
It is not at Tropico, nor within 
three miles of Tropico. Tropico is a tem ­ 
perance town and has no saloons in it, 
nor near it. 
The case ot John P. Goytino was called, 
and his attorney asked for a continuance 
on the ground that his associate is not 
in the city. I t was allowed to go over to 
be reset. This is an old chestnut in the 
criminal calendar. Goytino is charged 
with forging the name of his uncle, 
Miguel Leonis, who was killed in the 
San Fernando valley some months ago, 
while on his way to his ranch. 
He was 
run over by a wagon. 
Leonis was a 
Basque, and came from the French side 
of the Pyrreneee, and not a Spaniard in 
any sense. 
information was filed in this court 
charging Encarnación Alvitre with burg­ 
lary. 
The information 
alleges that 
Alvitre entered the store of the Sanchez 
Bros., at Los Nietos, with the intent of 
taking goods, chattels, 
merchandise, 
property, valuables of some sort there­ 
from. The act was done January 18 th, 
not February. 
In Judge Van Dyke’s court the case of 
W. H. Mills against the city, which in­ 
volves the title to the north half of Sec­ 
ond street west of Main, alona the Newell 
block, was decided in favor of the city. 
Mr. Mills is probably the only person in 
the city who will question the correct­ 
ness of the decision. 
In the same court the case of Alvarado 
against Nordholdt, of which the details 
have been published heretofore, was de­ 
cided in favor of the defendant.

involves the title to the property lying 
along First street on the north side, be 
tweeu Main and Los Angeles. 
Judge Clark yesterday sustained the 
dem urrer in the case of Shamrock against 
Shamrock. In the case William Sham­ 
rock snes his wife Delia for a divorce on 
the ground of desertion. She is not a 
resident of this State. She filed a cross­ 
complaint, to which ibis attorneys de­ 
murred on the ground of non-residence. 
E . F . Bairo has secured a decree of 
divorce from Mary F. Bairo on the 
grounds of desertion. 
In Department 1 the case of Carl 
Browne,charged with extortion, came up. 
J. Marion Brooke,the attorney for the de­ 
fendant, came into court and withdrew 
from the case. 
Messrs. Appel & Stevens 
were appointed to defend the artist-editor. 
Browne’s bondsmen also drew off his 
bonds, and he was given over to the 
custody of the officers of the law. It 
wa* not eaay to learn why all this took 
place, as all the parties were inclined to 
be reticent. 
The new attorneys claimed 
th at their client would give a new bond 
today.

THE CROSBY CASE. 


T h e A rra ig n m e n t tm T a k e P l a c e 
T o d a y . 
J. A. Crosby, the real estate agent 
charged with the rape of Daisy French 
and Annie Lindenfeldt, appeared before 
Justice Austin yesterday afternoon for 
arraignment. His counsel being engaged 
in other cases, the court, by request, set 
the hearing of testimony upon the ques­ 
tion of reducing the bail for 4 o’clock p. 
m .,and subpcenas were issued by both 
prosecution and defense for Annie Lin- 
denfeldt. 
At the appointed hour, how­ 
ever, the subpceoaa were returned un­ 
served, the officers being unable to find 
her. Crosby was taken into court again, 
and Deputy District Attorney Phibbs 
informed the Justice of the unsuccessful 
efforts to produce Annie Lindenfeldt, 
adding that if the court would continue 
the hearing until 10 o’clock this morning 
he would assure the presence of the 
witness Daisy French, as she had already 
left 
San 
Francieco 
for 
this 
city 
in the custody of her father. 
The 
defendant’s counsel briefly addressed the 
court, stating that he was satisfied from 
what he had learned of the facts of the 
case, that there waa nothing in it, and 
informed the court th at his client was 
unable to give any exorbitant amount of 
t>»il. 
After giving the m atter due con­ 
sideration Justice Austin 
fixed 
the 
amount of bail at $1,200, $800 in the first 
case and $400 in the second, and ordered 
the defendant to appear for examination 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
As Crosby 
was unable to procure sureties for the 
required am ount of bonds, he was forced 
to spend another night behind the bars 
of the city jail. 
In the account of the case published in 
the H e b a . d Sunday morning it was 
stated that the men and girls drove to 
the Arroyo Seco, where they spent sev­ 
eral hours. 
Henry W eidmann, who is 
conducting the Sycamore Grove in the 
Arroyo Seco, states that they were not 
at his place and that he has allowed 
nothing of a disreputable charajter to 
take place in the park eiace he has had 
it in control.

M y Dear Sir—Replying to your kind 
favor of December 22d, I would say that 
the grape leaves you enclosed were not 
affected by either the downy or powdery 
mildews. I fiud a fungus on them , how­ 
ever, its dark-colored mycelium growing 
abundantly in the interior tissues. 
Just 
what it is I am unable to determ ine ;doubt 
its being a parasite, bat rather some­ 
thing which is merely assisting in the 
death or destruction of the leaf. 
I send with this samples showing the 
peronoapera vitícola, and also th e fungus 
of black rot. 
I did not see the peronospera in Cali­ 
fornia, when I was there daring the early 
days of October, 1837, nor have I ever 
seen it on specimen leaves sent me from 
the State. 
When in California, I spent three days 
in Los Angeles, a week at Orange, an­ 
other week in and about Napa valley, 
Ban Francisco, etc. 
The vine disease, so fatal in the region 
south of Los Angeles, I saw at Napa 
valley, where it had been kuown for 
years, but had never been regarded as 
serious. I venture no explanation of the 
cause of this disease; Prof. Pierce may 
get at the cause, he is having a good op­ 
portunity to do so. 
To say that it is a 
bacterial 
disease, 
and 
to 
demon­ 
strate that it is, are two diBtinct propo­ 
sitions.

S h a ll O n e B e O p en ed In t h e C ity o f 
L a i A n v e le i. 
For weeks past Colonel George H. 
Smith has been delivering an elaborate, 
interesting and instructive course of lec­ 
tures to the law students of the city. 
Many of them in skeleton have been re­ 
ported in the H e r a l d , in order to give 
the bar as well as the Btndents of law in 
the city some idea of their scope. If any 
one were to visit the lecture-room and 
see the large class that gathers there on 
Tuesday and Friday evenings, he would 
be impressed with the fact that a law 
school is needed in thie city. 
The bar association seems to be im­ 
pressed with the desirability of having 
such a school, for at a recent meeting t 
committee composed of Honorable S. M 
W hite, J . R. Scott, Eaq , Honorable 
Lucien Shaw, 8. M. Minor, E ;q., and F. 
H. Howard, Esq., was appointed to re­ 
port on this m atter. The following is the 
report of this committee to the bar asso­ 
ciation : 
G e n t l e m e n : 
The undersigned com­ 
mittee on legal education represent that 
in their opinion and that of very many 
members of this association with whom 
they have consnlted, the time has come 
to take measures for the organization of 
a law college at this place. 
Many reasons have led us to this con­ 
clusion, to some of which we will briefly 
advert: 
First. There are a large num ber of 
young men in the city who are studying 
law. These young men, for the purpose 
of facilitating their studies, have formed 
themselves into a Law Students’ Associa­ 
tion, which has for a considerable time 
been in successful operation. This asso­ 
ciation has doubtless been of consider­ 
able utility to the students, but is, of 
course, inadequate for the purposes in 
tended; and we refer to it simply to 
show the demand for some adequate 
means ot instruction by the large uuin 
her rf young men now engaged in the 
study of law in this city. 
Second. 
The population and wealth 
of Southern California would seem im ­ 
peratively to demand the establishm ent 
of such a college; and the superiority of 
our climate would 
doubtless 
attract 
many students from ontside of our sec­ 
tion. 
Third. To young men preparing for 
the bar in our city, the school would 
offer an opportunity for that liberal and 
thorough education in the law that is 
essential not only to commercial success 
but to the interest of the public; and 
even young men coming from other 
parts of our section would find the ex 
penses much less than if they were to go 
to 8an Francisco. 
Fourth. 
W ith regard to the means of 
maintaining such a college there ought 
to be no difficulty. 
It is true that it 
would lack an endowment, and wonld 
have to be supported by tuition fees; but 
this, in some respects, would have its 
advantages. 
The Hastings Law College 
has an endowment sufficient to pay for 
one professor and an assistant, and we 
believe no tuition fees are paid. 
An 
amount equal to the income of that col­ 
lege could be easily raised by moderate 
tuition fees not exceeding the coBt of rail­ 
road 
transportation 
to 
San 
F ran­ 
cisco—allowing 
two 
trips 
to 
each 
student a year. 
Besides, there can be 
but little doubt but th at some of our 
wealthy 
and 
public-spirited citizens 
would be dispoecd to render their as 
sistance by way of moderate endowment, 
especially if, by proper explanation of the 
matter in the press, they could be led to 
understand the importance to the inter­ 
ests of private individuals of the thorough 
education of lawyers. 
Fifth. The college should commence 
operations at once undor provisional or­ 
ganization of the faculty, in order to ren­ 
der its use available to the young gentle­ 
men now engaged in their law Btudies. 
A sufficient arrangem ent for this purpose 
would be a single professor of elemen­ 
tary law and lectures upon given subjects 
from members of the bar. The services 
of a competent gentleman for this posi­ 
tion can be obtained during the balance 
of this scholastic year upon very moder­ 
ate terms, and the means of raising the 
money necessary for his compensation 
and other expenses could be easily ar­ 
ranged, partly by a small tuition fee from 
student3 and partly by a small subscrip­ 
tion from the members of the corporation. 
With regard to the latter the corporation 
could doubtless obtain in this city, and in 
other cities of Southern California, not 
less than a hundred members who would 
be willing to contribute a dollar a month 
for fí ve m onths; and this,with the amount 
raised from the students, would be amply 
sufficient. 
Sixth. If this arrangement is made, 
the college could grant degress at the end 
of this scholastic year to young men pre­ 
pared for graduation. 
Seventh. 
Matters could be arranged 
so as to impose no pecuniary obligations 
npon the bar association or upon the 
members of the corporation, except to 
the extent of their actual subscription. 
Eighth. 
A permanent organization of 
the college coaid be m ade and the insti­ 
tution started upon a new basis at the 
commencement of the next schr-lastic 
year. 
From the above considerations, we 
recommend that you appoint a committee 
to take the necenpary steps for the imme­ 
diate incorporation of a law college. 


THE CITY POPULATION.

The eize of page and of type is 
the sam e, except th at this year there are 
fewer entries in large and bold-faced 
type, which allows a greater num ber of 
names to the page.

The di-

1890 contains a little over 
30,000. 
The increase is alight, but is 
still an increase. 
A count uf a num ber of pages reveals 
the fact that on the average ahont one 
name in seven is a woman’s. This would 
leave a total of other entries ot 25,000. 
Of these perhaps 2.000 are blocks, firms, 
hotels, etc. 
This leaves about 23,000 
names of men either residing in or doing 
business in the city of Los Angeles. The 
register of voters in (he city contains a 
little over 16,000 names. 
The best method of computing popula­ 
tion from directory 
lists is much in 
dispute owing to the reason that not all 
directories are made up on the same 
principle. 
The lowest multiple ever em ­ 
ployed is 3, and that would put the 
copulation of Los Angeles at 90,000 
The use of the multiple 5 on the voting 
list shows a population for the city of 
85,000 
Placing the adult male popula­ 
tion at 23,000, which is the figure ob­ 
tained in this directory, it can scarcely 
be questioned that there are four women 
and children to every man, which would 
make a total of 90,000 


TH E ENGEL TRIAL.
